2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach or reasonably disclose a wind driven vehicle including a ventilator formed 
in a trunk lead in the rear of the vehicle, wherein the ventilator is rotated by the wind that 
flows along a roof panel; a shaft connected to the ventilator and fixed to the body of 

the vehicle, wherein the shaft is supported by a support in which permanent magnets 
are formed; a disk type rotary gear coupled to the bottom of the shaft; a disk type plate

disposed opposite to tlie support on the shaft between the ventilator and the disk type 
rotary gear coupled to the shaft, wherein the disk type plate has the permanent magnets 
at the bottom in the same polarity as the permanent magnet formed in the opposite side 
of the support and is levitated by repulsion force, in combination with the rest of the 
claimed structure.
